varied as the meeting places.
Several problems connected 

with California's richly produc­ 
tive enterprises will be review­ 
ed by the agricultural commit­ 
tees of both houses. The Senata 
 group will discuss milk inspec­ 
tion fees at one session and 
agricultural activities at State 
institutions at another. The As­ 
sembly unit's subjects will in­ 
clude soil conservation, the 
problems of family-sized farms, 
"vertical integration" (under 
which one business enterprise 
does everything from growing 
a crop to delivering the packag-

marketi, p o u It r y, standard 
field containers, and agricul­ 
tural product marketing.  * »

THE SENATE fact finding 
committee on natural resour­ 
ces has set an especially heavy 
schedule for itself. Such mat­ 
ters as whether sea lions should 
foe removed from the list of 
animals forbidden to hunters, 
and how Squaw Valley state 
park shrould be operated are 
on its agenda. At other meet­ 
ings it will take up such 
items as the registration and
